Canned Foods 
A Blessing 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 
An Acknowledged Expert in . 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Houschold Management. 


The canned food as we find it to- 
day is one of the important contribu- 
The 
trouble with most of us is that we 
have grown so used to taking the can- 
ned food for granted that we neglect 
to sing its praise, 

I met a woman the other day at the 
market and she was purchasing cighty 
cents’ worth of fresh 
These had been shipped many miles 
to a northern market and were right- 
ly classed among the luxuries. 

“Why don’t you buy the canned 
ones?’ I asked her. 

“I'd be afraid.” 

Once in a great while we do hear 
of unfortunate people made ill by 
indulging in some canned product. 
But careful vestigation usually 
proves that either it was of inferior 
quality or that it Was food left in 
the can after it was opened. 

Once in a great while, we hear of 
folks made dangerously ill by a new- 
ly discovered bactefia causing what 
is known as “botulism.” If “this 
poison happens to be present in can- 
ned food, it can be absolutely des- 
troyed and the food made perfectly 
safe to eat by ten minutes boiling, the 
time to be counted from the time the 
food begins to boil. 

Some folks complain of foods tast- 
ing “canned.” This is due to the 
fact that during the process of can- 
ning all foods lose a certain amount 
of oxygen. It is partly due to the 
presence of this oxygen that foods 
have their characteristic fresh flavor. 
The oxygen, can, however, be restor- 
ed by absorption. 

Take a can of peas, for instance, 
After opening the can, turn the con- 
tents into a strainer and let the water 
run off. Rinse the peas with fresh, 
cold running water. Spread the peas
